H ave you ever thought 

to yourself "There 
has got to be an 
easier way to do 
this," as you're sifting through 
tons of old commands in the 
history - looking for a specific 
one? There is an easier way. 

Not only that, but there are a 
few useful things you can do 
with your terminal and shell to 
make life easier. Now, to start 
with, you'll notice I used the 
terms "terminal" and "shell," 
and I have known some people 
to think they are one and the 
same, so I will take a moment 
to explain. 

A terminal is the actual 
program that displays the shell 
prompt, but you can easily 
change which shell it displays. 
Also, any configuration of the 
prompt has to be done on the 
shell, not the terminal. Two 
commonly used shells are Bash 
(Bourne Again Shell), which is 


the default one in most cases, 
and Zsh (creatively named "Z 
Shell"). If you want to try out a 
new shell, all you have to do is 
install it and then run, for 
example: 

zsh 

from a running bash shell. If 
you decide you like it so much 
that you want to change (like I 
did), you can change by 
running: 

sudo chsh <username> 

where of course 
"<username>" is your actual 
username. It then asks you 
something similar to this: 

Changing the login shell for 
<user> 

Enter the new value , or 
press ENTER for the default 
Login Shell [/bin/zsh]: 

where you just need to enter 
the path to the shell file 
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(usually in /bin/). The entry in 
the square brackets is your 
currently chosen shell (as you 
can see, I use the Z shell). 

Back on topic: The history of 
your shell can sometimes be 
extremely long and confusing (I 
think mine is at 1000-or-so 
commands since I last cleared 
it, and that was not too long 
ago either). I very often find 
myself running the same 
commands over again, 
sometimes with lots of 
arguments, sometimes with 
very few. For the long ones, 

I've gotten in the habit of 
pulling up the list of history 
and searching it for the 
command I want. For example: 

history | grep cd 

returns: 

996 cd Dropbox/Scripts/C 

which displays for me the last 
cd command I ran, or all of the 
cd commands I've run if there 
were more than one. You'll

notice that it also displays a 
number on the left (in my case, 
it's 996). So if you want to re- 
run the command, you have a 
few options. You can copy and 
paste the line (which is, 
honestly, not very efficient 
since you need to take your 
hands off the keyboard), or you 
can run: 


1996 


which will automatically run 
the command in the history list 
with the identifier 996. Woah, 
I'm back in my C scripts folder, 
talk about easy! Only four 
characters for an entire 
command. This most definitely 
appeals to my (extremely) lazy 
side. It's also much faster than 
using the up or down keys to 
go through the history line by 
line to find the right command. 
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to run the following: 

sudo apt-get upgrade

Hopefully, this has also 
appealed to you. One last note, 
you can also just run: 


! cd 

to run the last cd command 
again. 

Another extremely useful 
thing I've learned is that you 
can add custom functions to 
your Bash shell (this works on 
Z shell as well). To do this you 
can open your .bashrc (in 
gedit, vim, nano, or anything 
that tickles your fancy). I'll be 
using vim. 

vim .bashrc 

You'll then have a very long 
(and most likely confusing) file 
open. I generally add custom 
entries toward the end of the 
file, just to keep it separate 
from what should be there, and 
denote it with a comment, but 
you can choose whatever 
works best for you. If you want 
to merely make running one 
command easier, something 
like using the command: 

update 


then I would recommend using 
aliases, since it's just a tiny bit 
less typing. (For me, the 
number of keystrokes is 
extremely important when 
making shortcuts). So, if you 
want to alias that, the following 
line should be added to your 
.bashrc . (I added a comment 
to just make it clearer - you 
can leave it out if you wish). 

#Alias for updating the 
system 

alias update = "sudo apt-get 
upgrade" 

Another alias I use very 
often is this one: 

#An alias to make the Is 
command more detailed 
alias Is = "Is -la — 
color=always — classify" 

As you probably noticed, I 
have effectively replaced the Is 
command with a much more 
detailed output. Now you may 
be asking yourself "but what if 
he wants to use the actual Is 
program without arguments?". 
The answer is this: 
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\ls 

The backslash overrides any 
aliases bound to that name, 
and runs the command as-is. 

Now, focusing on functions 
again. These are basically 
scripts added directly to your 
shell configuration file, which 
can be quite useful. The 
example I'm going to be using 
is on page eight. Don't worry, 

I'll explain it. 

I've used this script 
occasionally to convert the 
audio from .m4a files to .mp3, 
since I can't see myself typing 
all those commands by hand 
(no matter how occasional the 
use). The function is defined in 
the first line, and after the first 
brace (curly bracket), it's then 
the actual script. It checks to 
see if the arguments are 
empty, and if so, it prints the 
error message at the very end 
of the script (second to last 
line). If it does have 
arguments, check to make sure 
the first file exists, and then 
create the output file (the .mp3 
in this case). If it doesn't exist, 
print "file <filename> doesn't 


exist!". Once that's done, it 
checks to see if the output file 
exists (the .mp3), to ensure 
that the first loop completed 
successfully. If not, don't move 
the file. It then moves the .m4a 
file to your Music folder, while 
taking the output name (so 
that you can tell which m4a 
goes with which mp3), and 
exchanging the mp3 with m4a, 
so that it still plays. It then also 
says that it was moved, and 
moves the mp3 to the Music 
folder. It also checks to see if 
the Music/m4a directory exists 
(the if statement before the 
m4a comment). If it doesn't, it 
is created before proceeding. 
Hopefully, people will find this 
useful, since I have a few 
leftover m4a files from my 
iTunes collection, and I convert 
them as I see them. The only 
thing I have to note is that the 
function seems to require the 
filenames to be in quotes 
(backslashes and spaces and 
such don't work). So the 
function would be run like this: 

m4a "2-10 You're the 
Inspiration. m4a" "You're the 
Inspiration . mp3 " 

The resulting files will be in 
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COMMAND & CONQUER 

the -/Music folder, and the 
~/Music/m4a folders. However, 
the mp3 will be missing the 
id3tags. 

I'll leave that as a challenge 
for any reader who wishes to 
undertake it. There are 
command-line tools that let 
you access tag information, 
and as a slight hint I will tell 
you that the archlinux package 
perl-mp4-info (in the Arch User 
Repository on the website) is a 
tool that will read the tags 
from the m4a file (or at least, it 
should), and it should be 
available for Ubuntu. If you can 
extend the script to 
automatically copy the tags 
from the m4a to the mp3 and 
feel like sharing your solution 
with me, please email the code 
to me, and I will add it into the 
next article (giving due credit, 
of course). I haven't actually 
written the code, but I have a 
fair idea of how to do it. (I 
haven't felt the need to test 
my algorithms since I think I 
have converted all my m4a 
files now!) I will compare any 
code I receive to my algorithm, 
and will note in the next article 
whether or not it was how I

or if it's something I never 
thought of. As far as I know, 
ffmpeg won't carry over the 
information. 

I hope that these tips have 
helped you out, and that 
you've found it at least 
partially useful. I know they've 
saved me loads of typing and 
made working in the command 
line so much more efficient (I 
even use Awesome [Ed: a 
dynamic and tiling window 


manager: it's in the repo's] on 
my main system, so that I 
really hardly touch my mouse 
these days). I look forward to 
seeing if anyone feels like 
taking up the challenge of 
completing the function above.

I remember reading about 
running Ubuntu as a guest 
OS in Mac OS X Leopard 
from a technology 
columnist - but he might as 
well have been speaking 
gibberish, as I barely 
understood what it was all 
about. I searched for 
"virtualization" in Ubuntu, but I 
found the documentation to be 
a bit out-dated, so I decided to 
download "virtualization" 
software from the repositories, 
and then try it out for myself. 


That route is almost always the 
best way to learn about things 
anyway. 

So from Add/Remove, I 
typed in "virtual", and came 
across VirtualBox OSE (OSE 
stands for Open Source 
Edition). I had to download a 
couple of add-ons from 
Synaptic Package Manager, but 
in no time I was running 
Mandriva One 2009 as a guest 
OS under Ubuntu. 

Setting up a guest OS is 
quite straightforward. Just click 
on "New" in the left-hand pane 
of VirtualBox and follow the 
instructions. You'll be asked to 
type in the name of the OS, 
and choose the OS type from a 
drop down list. In these series 
of screen shots I will use 
openSUSE 11.0 as an example, 
just hot off a torrent download. 

Next is configuring the RAM 
to be allocated to the guest 
OS. I found it best to double 
the default recommended base 
memory size of 256 MB for a

I find VirtualBox OSE simple 
and effective, but I shudder to 
think about its performance in 
less powerful machines (my 
laptop is running on an Intel 
Dual Core 1.86 GHz with 1 GB 
RAM). It's a nice tool to have - 
especially if you want to try 
some different flavors of Linux 
out there. I just play around 
with my guest OS's, and 
haven't really tried doing stuff 
like printing. One thing I 
noticed is that my sound 
device is not recognized by any 
of the four guest OS's. I am 
very happy with Intrepid Ibex 
and have no plans on replacing 
it - but, for the general purpose 
of trying out different

I was trying to figure how to 
solve my three problems 
(described above), and I found 
that if I run my games in a new 
X session they run faster. 
Counter Strike Source 640x480 
on LOW lags if I run it like 
normal, and when I run it in a 
new X, I play it perfectly on 
1024x748 on NORMAL. Sounds 
too good to be true? Not at all, 
let me show you how it's done. 


D o you ever play a 

game in windowed 
mode because if you 
play it in full screen, 
and someone starts a chat with 
you, on Skype/ICQ/etc., you 
can't Alt+Tab to the chat 
window? Do you experience 
low frame rates (FPS) in a 
game, and that's why you don't 
play it? Do you have a 
configured TV-out so your TV's 
desktop is next to your monitor 
but you can't scroll to that side 
in StarCraft or another strategy 


The first thing we have to do 
is to start an X session (the 
default settings in Ubuntu 
forbid you doing so) so open a 
terminal and use nano as root 
(sudo) to edit the 
Xwrapper.config file: 

sudo nano 

/etc/Xll/Xwrapper . conf ig 

nano - a simple console text 
editor

/etc/Xll/Xwrapper.config open 
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a console and type: 

man Xwrapper • conf ig 

When you open the 
Xwrapper.config file, navigate 
with the arrow keys to a line 
that says 

"allowed_users=console", and 
change it to 

"allowed_users=anybody". 
Then, to save that file, press 
Ctrl + X; nano will ask if you 
want to save your changes, 
type Y; then it will prompt for 
where to save them, we want 
to overwrite the old file so just 
hit Enter. 

Now that we can run extra X 
servers from our X server, the 
next thing we want to do is to 
restart our X - I'm not sure that 
this step is required, but it 
won't hurt you. And, when we 
are back, we have to configure 
our games to run in a different 
X session. For that we have to 
be sure that the game is not 
configured to run in a virtual 
desktop in "winecfg". If you are 
not sure about that, open a 


terminal and type "winecfg", or 
go to Applications -> Wine -> 
Configure Wine. In the 
Applications tab, if there is the 
.exe of your game, click on it 
and then go to the Graphics 
tab and make sure that the 
check box next to "Emulate a 
virtual desktop" is not checked. 
If it's checked when you start 
the game in another X, the 
game will run in the upper left 
corner of your monitor (we 
don't want that). 

After this, I made Bash 
scripts for my games that I 
wanted to play in another X 
server. That way, I can play 
them in my normal X, or in 
another X. If you don't know 
how to make a Bash script, 
here is how to do it: 

Open a text editor (for 
example Gedit if you are using 
Ubuntu, or Kwrite for Kubuntu), 
and type: 

# ! /bin/bash 

X s 2 -ac -terminate -config 
only one monitor. conf & 
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sleep 2 

DISPLAY=:2 nice -20 env 
WINEPREFIX=" /home/cherva/ .win 
e" wine 

"Cs \Games\Starcraft\Starcraft 
.exe" 

X - is the command to start 
another X session 

-ac -disables host-based 
access control mechanisms. 
Enables access by any host, 
and permits any host to modify 
the access control list. Use 
with extreme caution. This 
option exists primarily for 
running test suites remotely. 

-terminate - causes the 
server to terminate at server 
reset, instead of continuing to 
run. 

-config - tells the server to 
use a different configuration 
file for the X server (remember 
about the scrolling in 
Starcraft?), this 
only_one_monitor.conf is the 
same file as 

/etc/Xll/xorg.conf, but I 
removed the tv-out 
configuration from it, so that 
when I get to the edge of my 
screen, my mouse will remain 
in my monitor, and Star Craft 


will scroll instead of my mouse 
going into the TV's display. For 
more options read this 

httpV/Jjnux^ 

er 


Then with the sleep 2 
command, we wait 2 seconds, 
because the new X server 
requires some time to get up 
and running. 

DISPLAY=:2 - runs the next 
command in our new X instead 
of running in our current X. 

nice -20 - run the process with 
maximum priority (for better 
performance), and then the 
normal command that Wine 
makes when it makes a 
shortcut in your applications 
menu or on your desktop. 

env WINEPREFIX - is your 
wine directory. 

wine - this is the command to 
run wine. 

"C:\Games\Starcraft\Starcraft.e 
xe" is the game. 

When you make that Bash 
script, save it somewhere. 

Then open Nautilus and 
navigate to that directory. 
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Because we need that file to 
be executed, we have to make 
it executable. So right click on 
the new file and click 
properties. Go to the 
permissions tab and check the 
check box next to the text 
"Execute". Then close that 
window and double click on 
the new script. On Ubuntu it 
will ask you what to do: "Run in 
terminal / Display / Cancel / 
Run" - click on Run, and enjoy 
your gaming with +20 FPS, 
scrolling in strategy games, 
with no problems with the 
chatting. Now, if you want to 
switch to your old X session, 
press Ctrl+Alt+F7, to go back 
to the game press Ctrl+Alt+F9 
- it can spawn at F8 so try that 
too. And keep in mind that I'm 
not a big expert on Linux, so 
there may be a better way to 
do this, but it works for me and 
I'm perfectly happy with it.

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I 've been using computers 
since the days of DOS 6.22 
and have worked my way 
up through Windows 3.11, 
95, 98SE and XP. However, the 
more I used them, the more 
dissatisfied I grew. I don't like 
Microsoft's business practices. 
This, and many other things, 
put me off. 

A colleague told me about 
Open Source - and I loved the 
concept straight away! He 
gave me a copy of Suse 10.1, 
and I immediately installed it 
on my computer. 

Unfortunately, it didn't work 
well. Yast was difficult to 
fathom, and the amount of 
faffing about to try to get my 
Canon printer to work was hair- 
tearing. I reluctantly went back 
to the comfort zone of 
Windows. However, the seed 
had been sown. 

I had heard of Ubuntu, but 
after my experience with Suse, 

I was in no mood to try it. 
However, Microsoft themselves 
were about to push me back 


into the warm embrace of the 
cuddly penguin's flippers. The 
tool? Windows Genuine 
Advantage. The straw that 
broke the camel's back came 
when I tried to install some 
Microsoft software from their 
website. Before allowing me to 
download, it insisted on 
validating my copy of 
Windows. So what's the point 
of phoning home at my 
expense every day? If that 
wasn't bad enough, after 
finally downloading the 
software, it insisted on 
validating my copy of Windows 
all over again before it would 
install. At this point I'd had 
enough. I resolved to try Linux 
again and installed Ubuntu 
6.06. 


I felt a sense of 
freedom using it... 
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The rest, as they say, is 
history. It installed without a 
problem, and even my printer 
installed without fuss. It was 
easy to use and configure. I felt 
a sense of freedom using it, 
knowing that nobody would be 
spying on me and placing 
unreasonable restrictions on 
me over its use. When I did 
have problems, the Ubuntu 
community Web forums 
couldn't have been more 
helpful. They listened patiently 
to questions they must have 
heard many times before, and 
answered them with good 
grace. Ubuntu has become 
better and better with every 
further release, and I'm utterly 
hooked. 


I would never go back to 
Windows now, and I'm telling 
family, friends and colleagues 
to ditch theirs and trade up to 
Linux. After a couple of years 
as a Linux convert, I have tried 
installing Suse (version 11) 
again on my spare computer to 
have another go. It's still more 
difficult to get things done than 
with Ubuntu, but the 
experience with Ubuntu has 
helped at lot. Yast is a bit 
easier, but finding and 
installing things like codecs is 
still not easy. I'm sticking with 
Ubuntu. 
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A friend of mine, who 

has been working in 
all kinds of Unix and 
Linux environments 
for many years, hinted that I 
should have a look at Full Circle 
Magazine when he heard that I 
had started to experiment with 
the latest Kubuntu distribution. 
So, on a lazy Sunday 
afternoon, sitting in an easy 
chair, coughing my lungs up 
because of a cold I had caught, 

I started reading Issue 21. 

I skipped a couple of articles 
that were intended for more 
experienced users 
(Programming in C), or for 
gamers (my son might be 
interested, but it isn't my 
thing), and was reading the 
results and comments of the 
FCM #20 survey. The writer of 
the article stated that not 
knowing enough English, or not 
knowing enough of Linux (or 
Ubuntu - I still don't 
understand the fuss of Ubuntu 
being, or not being, Linux) is 
not an acceptable excuse for 
not contributing to the 


magazine. Was he talking to 
me? I'm not a native English 
speaker, and I know almost 
nothing about any Linux, 
Ubuntu or Kubuntu, except for 
the few things I learned 
installing it on my netbook - 
and trying to configure it as a 
disaster recovery plan for my 
company notebook. But then 
again, both experiences may 
bring some ideas to other 
people with similar problems. 
So I opened my OpenOffice.org 
Writer and started typing. 



A few months ago I bought 
my ADVENT 4211 netbook (an 
MSI Wind ulOO clone), and 
found out that it came with a 
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French Windows XP Home 
Edition. I did some research: 
could I change this language to 
my own language (Dutch), or 
to English, keeping the 
Windows XP licence that was 
included? Finally, I gave up and 
started thinking of installing 
some kind of Linux distribution 
(but which one?) on this 
netbook. It was an ideal 
opportunity to get some Linux 
experience on one hand, and 
to get rid of the French OS, on 
the other. I had already read 
some articles in my computer 
magazine on Linux, and its 
different flavors, and decided 
to go for the latest (at that 
time) Kubuntu, version 8.10 
with KDE 4.1. 

But there the problems 
started. These netbooks don't 
have a CD/DVD drive, and all 
you find on the internet are ISO 
files which you can download 
and burn on a CD. Fortunately, 
there is Google. After some 
research on the net, I found a 
Windows XP program that 
enabled me to make a 


bootable USB stick (might be 
an interesting topic for your 
how-to section as there are lots 
of netbooks being sold with XP 
on-board without CD/DVD 
drives), from a Kubuntu 
distribution in ISO format. This 
made it possible to start up my 
PC from the USB drive, and get 
some first experiences with the 
new OS. 

As I didn't have too much 
confidence in this new OS, or 
actually in my own knowledge 
of it, I wanted to keep the XP 
install on the netbook, at least 
for a while. Fortunately, I 
learned about Wubi - which 
made it possible to boot 
Kubuntu without having to 
worry about creating new disk 
partitions. It's really very easy 
for anyone to install, and gives 
you all the chances you need 
to get acquainted with the new 
OS you chose - while your 
familiar OS is still available. 

So, I booted my netbook 
with the newly installed 
Kubuntu, and soon found the 
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next problem: the built-in 
wireless network adapter didn't 
work. Again, I did a lot of 
Googling to find out how I 
could check the manufacturer 
and type of this adapter 
(Realtek rtl8187se), and how to 
get it working with my installed 
Kubuntu. A new driver needed 
to be downloaded and 
compiled before the WiFi could 
be configured. But this wasn't 
the end of the story. After 
another boot, the WiFi wasn't 
working any more, and more 
Googling was needed to find 
out that the compiled drivers 
needed to be copied 
somewhere deep in the 
/lib/modules folder. That did 
the job - until one day I 
received some automatic 
updates, which generated also 
a new version in my boot list. 
When I started up that new 
version the WiFi was, again, 
gone. 

Therefore, one piece of 
advice for everyone who starts 
installing a new OS on his/her 
PC: keep a log of the problems 
and the solutions you 
encounter. There is a fair 
chance that you'll have to 
implement those solutions 


again some day, and the web 
page that helped you most the 
first time may no longer be 
online. I never found the 
excellent step-by-step 
procedure that got me through 
the download and compilation 
of my rtl8187se drivers the 
first time. So I had to start 
searching for the correct 
procedure all over again. None 
of the procedures I found were 
as good as the one I used 
initially. 

This story seems to be short 
and pretty straightforward, but 
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I can assure you that it took 
me several weeks of searching, 
and a lot of trial and error, until 
I finally had a system that 
worked as it was supposed to. 
Honestly, I think that most 
people I know would have 
given up a lot earlier. In other 
words, installation of (K)Ubuntu 
is still too complicated for the 
majority of the people who use 
a PC nowadays. To really break 
through in the mass market, 
PC's will have to be sold with 
Ubuntu pre-installed, and all 
special issues - such as drivers 
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missing in the distribution - 
taken care of by the reseller. 

This experience however 
brings me to the second story. I 
travel rather frequently, 
usually to some West African 
countries. During those 
journeys, I witnessed a couple 
of times that colleagues of 
mine experienced a crash of 
their laptop. Usually the HDD 
causes this, and their 
presentations and data which 
need to be presented to the 
customer are gone. 

So, I started thinking of 
some disaster recovery plan. I 
bought myself a 2.5" WD My 
Passport Essential external USB 
HDD to have at least a backup 
of my files with me on my 
journeys. But, having a backup 
of the data, but no PC to 
access them, doesn't help too 
much either. As most PC 
crashes are related to disk 
problems, I started thinking of 
making this external drive 
bootable, with again, a version 
of Kubuntu installed on it. So I 
booted my PC from the USB 
memory (from my previous 
story), and told the installation 
program to install Kubuntu on 
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the external USB drive. This 
worked quite well. I could boot 
up Kubuntu when the USB 
drive was connected, and boot 
the original XP when I 
disconnected the USB drive. So 
far so good. 



Outlook is the standard e-mail 
and calendar tool. How can I 
make all the e-mail history that 
is stored in the PST files on my 
(internal) HDD available so that 
I can read them running my 
Kubuntu ? 


Then came the first surprise. 
When I wanted to synchronise 
my data on my internal HDD in 
my laptop (running XP), the 
external USB drive was not 
recognised any more. The disk 
partition manager that comes 
with XP saw 2 "primary" 
partitions on the disk, but 
didn't even recognize the 
formatting. Some extra 
downloads of partition 
managers didn't bring any 
improvement in this. Only 
when I booted up Kubuntu 
again and installed Gparted, I 
found out what had happened. 
For the installation of Kubuntu 
on the disk, all data already 
present on the disk had been 
put together in a small 
partition (as small as possible) 
and the rest of the disk was 
used as a bootable partition for 
Kubuntu. 

Booting from USB stick, and 
using Gparted, I was able to 


reduce the size of that latest 
partition. On the free disk 
space, I created an NTFS 
partition for the backup of the 
data on my laptop. As this WD 
My Passport Essential comes 
with some software (wdsynch) 
to synchronise both documents 
and contents of your Outlook 
files, I used this to synchronise 
the data on my PC with the 
USB drive. The software even 
encrypts the data on the USB 
drive. Unfortunately, there is 
no Linux/Kubuntu version of 
that software, so I can't use it 
to read the encrypted/synched 
data on the drive. So now I am 
looking for software similar to 
wdsynch - with an XP as well 
as a Linux/(K)Ubuntu version - 
so that I can access the data 
that I synchronised in both 
Kubuntu and Windows XP. I also 
need a solution to read all the 
mails that are stored in Outlook 
PST files when running Kubuntu 
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on my PC. 

This brings me to the 
following questions for your 
readers: 

• The disaster recovery plan 
that I came up with can, of 
course, be of some interest for 
other people as well. Certainly 
for those who travel rather 
frequently. So it may be the 
subject for a separate article, 
including installation of 
(K)Ubuntu on an external drive, 
and the use of synchronisation 
software versus other types of 
backup/restore software. 

• A question for the how-to 
part: is there any 
synchronization (including 
encryption) software available 
with versions for both Windows 
and Ubuntu? 

• At the company I work for, 
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I hope you enjoyed my story. 
Although I have been working 
with PCs since 1985, with 
several versions of DOS and 
Windows, these were my first 
steps in the Kubuntu world 
and, unfortunately, they 
weren't easy.

A book that is perfectly 

tinned - since Ubuntu 
9.04 (Jaunty) now 
comes with 

OpenOffice 3 installed by 
default. It begins by 
introducing the five main 
components of OpenOffice 3 
(OOo): Writer, Calc, Impress, 
Draw, and the newcomer, Base. 

The first chapter discusses 
the creation of basic 
documents using Writer, 
followed by a more lengthy 
chapter on designing a 
newsletter. Fortunately, this 
chapter has plenty of 
screenshots to guide you along 
the way. Writer automation is 
quite a long chapter, but no 
doubt a widely used feature 
among word processing 
aficionados. Chapter four 


introduces Calc, the OOo 
spreadsheet application. It 
begins with simple family 
accounts, then adds features, 
such as graphs, to the 
spreadsheet. Impress is 
discussed next, showing that 
great presentations can be 
created for free. Again, there 
are plenty of screenshots to 
show you every step of the 
process in achieving 
professional looking 
presentations. Event posters 
are the first subject of the 
Draw chapter. It then moves on 
to creating flow charts and 
various types of diagrams - 
something I didn't know that 
Draw could do. Chapter seven 
introduces the new database 
application, Base. Here the 
author creates a database with 
entries for name, address, 
postcode, and so on, even 
going so far as to create a nice 
background, making the data 
entry screen look very 
professional. He also shows 
how simple it is to sort, or 
arrange, the entries by any 
title. This is a welcome addition 
to OOo as most people would 
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probably be using Calc for 
things like that. 

Part two of the book shows 
how it's possible to create 
larger projects using all the 
applications in OOo as a team, 
beginning with creating a web 
page layout in Writer and 
adding images, links and 
image hotspots. While in 
Writer, the next chapter shows 
how it is possible for many 
people to collaborate on a 
single document and, most 
importantly, to keep track of 
the changes. Near the end of 
this part of the book the 
discussion moves to the linking 
and embedding of information 
in documents. As the book 
comes to a close, the author 
nudges the user in the 
direction of add-ons. 

If you want to know enough 
about OOo to create 
intermediate level documents 
(be it text, spreadsheet or 
otherwise), then this is an 
excellent book. Not only are 
the many screenshots very 
helpful, but the whole book is 


written using little, or no, 
technical jargon. It is perfect 
for those, as it says in its title, 
Beginning OpenOffice 3.
